Born in Dalton, N. H., a son of Nathaniel Philip and Margaret (Harri- 
man) Scott. Moved to Wolfeboro in 1880 and lived here continuously until 
his death in January, 1946. 

He was educated at the Universitv of Vermont, and Dartmouth College, 
and graduated from Bowdoin Medical School in 1874. 

Dr. Scott served as a member of the Wolfeboro School Board, a trustee of 
Brewster Free Academy and Huggins Hospital. He was a member of the 
New Hampshire Legislature, and served there on the Public Health Com- 
mittee. He was a member of the New Hampshire Medical Society. He 
treated the first three cases of psittacosis (parrot fever) ever reported in the 
United States. 

He was, at the time of his death, the oldest living past master of Morning 
Star Lodge, F. & A. M., the oldest charter member of Fidelity Lodge, I. O. 
O. F., and of Warren Chapter, O. E. S. 

He was Deacon Emeritus of the First Congregational Church. 

For sixty years he practiced medicine in Wolfeboro, giving unstintingly 
of his medical skill and kindly spirit to serve the people of this community.

Owing to the fact that during the war years no 
new equipment was purchased and that the tractor and ~ 
trucks are practically worn out, we recommend that 
Serial Notes be issued in a sum not to exceed Twelve 
Thousand Dollars for the purchase of a tractor, trucks 
and new equipment. 


Schools 


The school budget for the ensuing year is $1,419 
less than the amount spent during the preceding fiscal 
year. The saving is due primarily to the reeommenda- 
tion of the Budget Committee to discontinue the South 
School. The financial questions involved here pertain 
to uneconomic, normal operating costs, and the urgency 
of essential improvements costing more than $5,000, 
such as: (1) the replacement of obsolete heating, light- 
ing and toilet facilities; and (2) carpentry work and 
painting. Careful consideration should be given to the 
alternatives. | 

The new budget will provide at Carpenter School 
needed modern text books, up-to-date globes and maps, 
the use of films and modern audio-visual teaching aids, 
and the replacement of obsolete equipment in the shop 
and home economics room. 

Citizens of Wolfeboro should anticipate an ade- 
quate school budget to maintain school buildings not 
only efficiently equipped, but in every detail of order 
and cleanliness, an example and inspiration to the im- 
pressionable minds of youth. 

All of us recognize that the teaching staff makes 
the school but we move slowly in doing anything about 
it. Wolfeboro can and should be a leader in attracting 
and holding good teachers. The right kind of teach- 
ers do more than instill knowledge; they are a strong 
influence upon the character development of our boys 
and girls. 

The only effective means of attracting and holding 
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good teachers is to establish a salary scale commen- 
surate with their worth. Two or three per cent added 
to the total school budget for this purpose would be a 
tremendous advance. How soon will we be willing to 
take this forward step? 


Water and Sewer Department 


The Commissioners and Superintendent are to be 
congratulated on the excellent condition of the depart- 
ment. Owing to the efficient efforts of the Collector 
there are only $81.84 of. uncollected water bills previous 
to 1945. And no uncollected sewer bills previous to 
1945. We doubt if this record can be equaled by any 
Municipal Plant in the State. 

During the year the department purchased 
$1,000.00 of War Borids which were placed in the Cap- 
ital Reserve, making a total of $10,000.00 that is set 
aside to build a new reservoir at Brewster Hill. They 
closed their books with a cash balance of $10,281.75. 

In 1946 it is planned to make additions and im- 
provements to the system with an outlay of approxi- 
mately $7,000.00 which has been included in the Bud- 
get. 

Garbage Collection and Disposal 


There being a strong demand on the part of our 
permanent residents and summer property owners for 
a Garbage Collection Service, we recommend that the 
Selectmen prepare specifications, adopt rules, and regu- 
lations, lay out routes and advertise for bids and award 
a contract to a reliable party to collect and dispose of 
garbage on a twelve months’ basis annually. To take 
effect not later than May 15th, 1946. 


Police Department 
Owing to the conditions that are prevalent 
throughout the country it seems wise in order to prop- 
erly protect our people and property to increase our 
police force. Therefore, we recommend that the Se- 
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lectmen, with the advice and consent of the Chief of 
Police, engage another full time policeman and desig- 
nate the hours and service of each policeman to the end 
that the town will not be without police service at any 
time. An amount sufficient to meet this expense has 
been placed in the Police Department Budget. 


Soldier’s Memorial 


As no definite action has been taken by the citi- 
zens of the town in regard to a Soldier’s Memorial, we 
recommend that the moderator appoint a Committee of 
Seven Citizens of Wolfeboro to make a study of this 
subject, hold public hearings, and make recommenda- 
tions for a suitable memorial with suggested ways and 
means of accomplishing their recommendations. Said 
report to be presented at the next town meeting. 


Retirement 


The State Legislature at the 1945 Session enacted 
an Employees’ Retirement System for State Employees 
and for Municipal Employees. In order to protect the 
future of our employees in their declining years, we 
recommend that the town adopt the provisions of the 
act and vote yes on the article pertaining thereto in 
the Warrant. 

The Budget Committee again thanks the various 
town, school and precinct officials for their splendid 
cooperation, which has made possible the preparation 
of this Budget.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Board of Trustees of the Wolfeboro Town Li- 
brary : 


Gentlemen: 


The report of the librarian for the year ending 
January 1, 1946, is herewith presented. 

This year has seen the end of the war and the com- 
ing of peace. With this change have come changes in 
the library work. The increase in the number of sum- 
mer visitors and the return of veterans and war work- 
ers increased the circulation of books and brought 
about a change in the types of books circulated. At 
present, veterans, many of whom are studying to en- 
ter college later in the year, are interested in borrowing 
technical books. Civilians, also, seem to be returning 
to the reading of more serious books, as shown in the 
increase in the number of non-fiction books circulated. 
There are fewer calls for books for escape reading; 
people are less tense and worried. 

These changing interests increase the demands for 
books which are borrowed from the State library, the 
number of which has increased noticeably during the 
past year. Veterans, teachers, pupils, and many resi- 
dents have requests which are met in this way. This 
service which the state provides is very valuable to 
the small libraries. 

The circulation for the year has been 22,340 books 
and magazines of these classes: fiction, 13,778; non- 
fiction, 4,063; children’s books, 4,499. Two hundred 
and eighty-four new cards were issued. The largest 
day’s circulation was 175 books and the smallest was 
nineteen. 

This year 529 books have been added to the com- 
bined libraries. Of this number 59 were contributed. 
Among these were the reference books: “Who’s Who, 
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1945,” “Standard Catalogue for Libraries,’ and the 
latest edition of “Granger’s Index to Poetry and Reci- 
tations.” Two new magazines, “Hygeia’ and ‘“Hob- 
bies,” have been added. The former was contributed. 
The ‘Horn Book”’ has been added for the children’s 
department.

WATER DEPARTMENT 

During the past year, due to the shortage of man- 
power we have done a very little of new construction 
work. 

Twelve old services were replaced with copper tub- 
ing as well as connecting on three new customers. 

We are in hopes that during the next year we can 
replace several of our two-inch mains with six-inch 
cast iron pipe, therefore giving extra fire protection 
to the property owners as well as more much needed 
water. 

At the Reservoir we had some trouble with the 
overflow which was promptly taken care of. We are 
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still in hopes of having more attractive ground there 
in the near future. 

In regards to breaks in the water mains we had 
a few during the past year, which were taken care of 
as promptly as possible. 

We are fortunate in having ten new Mueller Hy- 
drants in stock with which we intend to replace some 
of the old style ones that have been in use for over 
fifty years.

SUPERINTENDENTS REPORT 
SEWER DEPARTMENT 


In the Sewer Department there was very little 
new construction work done although several of the 
old sewer lines were replaced with the new Orangeburg 
Pipe which was recommended to us by the U. S. Board 
of Health. 

Two new customers were added on during the 
past year, making a total of 226. 

At the Treatment Plant the Trickling Filter Bed 
was given two treatments of caustic, not only for sani- 
tary reasons but to prolong the life of the beds. 

Through the constant cooperation of the State 
Board of Health we have cut the amount of lime used 
in the Imhoff Tanks almost 70%. 

Both Pumping Stations were painted on the in- 
side as well as the outside trimmings. The public is 
cordially invited to inspect the Pumping Stations and 
Treatment Plant at any time. 

Once more I wish to thank all members of the 
water and sewer department for their splendid coop- 
eration during the past year.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CHAIRMAN 
OF THE RED CROSS FOR THE YEAR 1945 


It is not my intention, at this time, to give a de- 
tailed report of the activities of the several groups 
which make up your Wolfeboro Chapter, American 
Red Cross, for the year 1945, but simply to say that 
they were characterized by a high degree of loyalty 
and efficiency. 3 


I should like to stress a thought which we are 
apt to forget, namely, that the American Red Cross 
was organized to provide care, relief, and assistance 
for our servicemen and their families, and that this 
work goes on, and must go on, with devotion, in every 
last chapter, for years to come. 


Second only to this work has been disaster relief— 
immediate, trained, generous—for communities and 
peoples stricken by hurricane, flood or fire. It is ob- 
vious that we shall never be free from such commit- 
ments. We are especially fortunate in the nature of 
our organization, locally—and are proud that the 
promptness of our response, and the efficiency of our 
workers, at the time of the Alton Bay fire, won high 
praise, both from the Laconia Chapter and National 
Headquarters. We must continue to “be ready.” 


We are happy that this chapter has been the 
sponsor, for so many years, of a nursing service which 
has become quite indispensable. We are glad for the 
esteem which it holds in the minds and hearts of our 
townspeople, due, in large part, to the character of 
the supervision, and the quality of the nursing. I 
should like to emphasize that these are both an inte- 
gral part of the service as it will be continued, from 
this time, through the ‘Public Health Nursing Asso- 
ciation of Wolfeboro and Vicinity.” 
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We regret the loss of Alma Trickey, as Treasurer, 
and of Marion Johnson, as Secretary ; and express our 
Sincere appreciation of their years of faithful service. 
Their places are being taken by Wayne Parkhurst and 
Lillian Osgood, both of whom have made excellent 
“beginnings.” 

Our chapter quota, in the 1946 Red Cross Fund 
Campaign, is $1,490.00, as against $5,500.00 last year. 
All receipts in excess of $1,490.00 will be divided 48.9% 
for national, and 51.1% for local work. The drive ex- 
tends from March 1, to March 31, 1946, and we shall 
appreciate a continuance of friendly, and generous 
support.

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All braces and physiotherapy treatments in con- 
nection with the polio cases were paid by the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis. 

Due to the wartime shortage of nurses, Miss Ward 
has had to devote a great deal of time to the care of 
chronic patients, which is outside the normal program 
of true public health nursing. In fact, there have been 
So many chronics who would have been neglected if it 
weren’t for the district nurse that the Red Cross had 
to hire an extra nurse on part-time basis for six — 
months. The normal functions of a public health 
nurse, however, have not been forgotten, and as normal 
times return an effort will be made to concentrate on 
the work of community health and and health educa- 
tion. 

The work with infantile paralysis cases which 
Mrs. Earl Crosby, a trained physiotherapist, has done is 
outstanding. Originally she volunteered her services 
along this line, but that was before the full extent of 
the program including daily exercising of patients was 
realized. The Infantile Paralysis Foundation came 
to the rescue and has paid Mrs. Crosby for her untiring 
work with the children afflicted. During the past few 
months a number of other children have been diagnosed 
as needing similar care, although not polio victims, 
and it looks as though a heavy program of orthopedic 
treatment were in store for this community. 

It is with great satisfaction that we record the 
establishment of a nurse’s office in Brown Hall. As 
patients, especially those who have the nurse give 
them injections, get the habit of going to the office, it 
is expected that the office will prove a great saver of 
time and expense. 

The American Red Cross has made clear to this 
local chapter its policy of discontinuing its sponsor- 
ship of such nursing services as ours, on the ground 
that it has successfully proved the need of a commu- 
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nity nursing service. Other communities have gradu- 
ally been taking on the responsibility for their own 
nursing services, and it is up to us to do likewise if we 
wish to continue to have a public health nurse working 
among us and for us. With this in mind, your com- 
mittee has worked on strengthening its position in the 
community through a series of articles in the local pa- 
per. It has also worked to strengthen its finances in 
all possible ways, and in particular by reviewing its 
contract with the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany to furnish nursing care to holders of their indus- 
trial insurance policies. 

In all respects, tangible and intangible, your Pub- 
lic Health Nursing Committee feels stronger and abler 
than a year ago, and far better able to serve the com- 
munity’s nursing needs. We still rejoice that we have 
Miss Dencie Ward to carry on the nursing program.

HEALTH OFFICER’S REPORT 

During the past year there have been no epidem- 
ics. The average number of cases of children’s dis- 
eases such as whooping cough, measles, chicken pox, 
and mumps, have been reported, but there were no 
fatalities. Three cases of typhoid fever from Camp 
Robin Hood on Lake Ossipee were treated at Huggins 
Hospital; there were no such in the Wolfeboro dis- 
trict: 

The nurses and aides at Huggins Hospital have 
maintained a high standard of care for the sick despite 
depleted personnel requiring more work of all during 
these war times. In the not too distant future, the 
hospital will require an addition to adequately handle 
the increased number of cases which the natura! 
growth of the institution with its reputation for good 
work and care has brought about. 
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The American Red Cross feels that Wolfeboro has 
come of age with regard to its Public Health Nursing 
services and should now carry on without the super- 
vision of the National Organization. The Public 
Health Nursing Committee, headed by Mrs. Jesse 
Gould, has set up an organization to carry on these 
essential services. There will be no change in the 
nursing services of the community with the exception 
that the American Red Cross will no longer have direct 
and occasional supervision of such. Miss Dencie 
Ward, R. N., who has served so capably as District 
Health and School Nurse for Wolfeboro and Tufton- 
boro, will continue in this capacity and the same serv- 
ices will be rendered as always under the advice and 
standards of the State Board of Health. The present 
nursing committee will continue its very efficient and 
capable supervision, and a group of officers and direc- 
tors representative of the community will administer 
the policies and problems of the new organization. The 
nursing committee has done a splendid piece of work 
which has required much careful thought and time in 
setting up this new organization and are to be con- 
gratulated. 

Mrs. Dorothy Crosby, as a trained physiotherapist, 
has given inestimable aid to crippled children in this 
district. There are very few communities where such 
services are available to the children who need cor- 
rective and supervised exercises for physical difficul- 
ties, not only from infantile paralysis but from other 
physical handicaps. Physicians in charge of State 
Orthopedic clinics have highly complimented Mrs. 
Crosby on her work with these children when they have 
returned to the clinics for regular examinations. It 
is to be hoped that Mrs. Crosby’s services will be con- 
tinually available in this field of worthy rehabilitation. 

Children beyond the age of six months who have 
not previously received the serum will be immunized 
against diphtheria at clinics to be held during the com- 
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ing spring at the Carpenter and Tuftonboro schools. 
Water supply samples and milk from all distribu- 
tors have been routinely sent to the State Board: of 
Health for examination and in all cases have proven 
to be completely satisfactory. Dr. M. D. Hale, our 
well-qualified veterinarian, has tested all cattle regu- 
larly for tuberculosis and Bangs disease to insure that 
no infected milk be consumed by our people. All of 
these careful routine procedures are from year to year 
extremely important in preventing disease and so in 
maintaining the health and well being of the commu- 
nity. :

Bathing Beach 


The Bathing Beach is becoming more popular each 
season; many of our citizens and children use it daily. 
A life guard is on duty from 9:00 A. M. until 5:00 
P. M. daily from July 1st until Labor Day. 


Last summer the attendance was 3,226. Classes 
were conducted in swimming and life saving. Twenty- 
five children were taught to swim. Red Cross Life 
Saving Certificates were awarded as follows: 6 Be- 
ginners, 2 Intermediates, 6 Seniors. 


During the year a raft was built for small chil- 
dren and the Beach was enlarged. We plan further 
enlargement of the Beach for next year. 


Skating Rink 


Both skating rinks were opened this year for the 
use of adults and children. In order to accommodate 
all who wished to skate, it became necessary for the 
Commission to designate certain time for general skat- 
ing and for hockey practice and games. This has not 
proven satisfactory to all but it seems the best that 
can be done with our limited facilities. 


The building was moved from the east side of the 
rink to the west side and reconditioned at considerable 
expense, in order to better serve the hockey teams. 
Voluntary man power to keep.the ice cleared of snow 
has not been available to the extent necessary to keep 
the rinks open at all times. We hope that next winter 
more young men will volunteer to help clean the ice 
after heavy snow storms. 
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Playgrounds 


Last summer we operated a playground on the 
Carpenter School grounds. We engaged a playground 
instructor and notified the public of this service by 
advertisements and notices published in the Granite 
State News. 


The results were very unsatisfactory; only a few 
children availed themselves of the facilities offered by 
the commission. Therefore we do not plan to oper- 
ate a playground with an attendant this year. 


Ski Slope 


During the war years we did nothing on the ski 
slope; now, however, as our young people have re- 
turned and the Abenaki Outing Club has been reor- 
ganized, we plan to assist the club in making improve- 
ments to the slope which is again becoming popular. 


Parks 


The Lake Front Park continues to be very popu- 
lar with our summer guests and our own people. It 
has had much favorable comment and is a beauty spot 
in the town. 

There are several other spots in the town that we 
hope to beautify this year if labor and material are 
available. 

Suggestions for the beautifications of the town 
will be gratefully received by the Commission.

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2 PREVENT FOREST FIRES—IT PAYS 


An average of 7,300 acres of woodland are burned 
over by forest fires in New Hampshire each year de- 
stroying many thousand dollars worth of property of 
all description. It costs many additional thousands of 
dollars and requires valuable man hours, taken from 
other essential work, to extinguish them. These losses 
affect the personal fortunes of the owners and town 
and state economics. Everyone loses because of them. 


Analysis of fire causes reveal the fact that more 
than 98 percent of all forest fires are, consistently, the 
result of human carelessness and are preventable! 


We have been extremely fortunate during the past 
few years. Favorable fire weather and wartime re- 
strictions on travel which kept people off the highways 
and out of the woods have aided materially in reducing 
fire risks, keeping fires fewer and fire losses low. 


We now face changed conditions. People can 
travel freely. Their love for travel and the freedom 
of the woods will bring them out in ever increasing 
numbers. This will step up fire risks materially. The 
accelerated cutting of the war years has resulted in 
additional thousands of slash acres. These factors, 
combined with a possible dry season and human care- 
lessness, could easily produce a catastrophe. Everyone 
must, consequently, be on their guard. They should 


1. Be careful with fire or when smoking in or 
near woodlands. 


2. Cooperate with the local forest fire warden 
and his deputies by 


a. Abiding cheerfully with whatever restrictions 
it may be necessary to impose. They are 
intended only to be helpful. 
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b. Securing permits to burn debris when the 
ground is not covered with snow. 

c. Seeing that others comply with requirements. 

d. Promptly coming to the warden’s assistance 
when needed. 


If these few fundamental practices are followed 
it will be possible to PREVENT a large proportion of 
FOREST FIRES from starting—that PAYS!
